The 
characteristic rose scent is shared by 
Paeon la ulbi flora fragrans (an ally of 
the lovely rose scented china peonies 
of our gardens), tbe root of Bhodiola 
rosea (a species of sedum growing ou 
damp rocks on the high mountains of 
Scotland, Ireland and in the north of 
England, aud on see cliffs), and by the 
rasped wood of the Brazilian tulip tree.

"The young man who says, •! have 


given my heart to the Lord, aud, there- 
tore, I am going lo study for tho minis 
try,' misses the entire point," says Dr. 
Parkhurst in iiu article ou ' 'Selecting a 
Careei," in Ludios' Home Journal. 
"There is no 'therefore' about it. That 
is a pettifogging way of meeting a greut 
situation. I quote from a letter that I 
received recently from a young lawyer 
in Ohio. 'In my daily life about the 
criminal courts I have seen many-a sad 
scene, and at last it has come to that 
point that I am almost decided to cast 
aside my bright future in law and en- 
ter the service of the Lord.' I answered 
him that he was writing nonsense. 
What he meant by 'the service of the 
Lord' was the Christian ministry, and 
that is no more a service of the Lord 
than any other reputable calling. It is 
not what a man does that makes his 
service Christian; it is putting his career 
under contribution to the public weal, 
instead of mortgaging it to his own 
preferment, that makes his service 
Christian. There is a great lot of entail 
thinking about these matters and well 
meaning imbecility that works dam- 
agingly all around. My correspondent 
furthermore wrote that he had 'learned 
to distrust the law.' All the more rea- 
son, then, -why he should stay in the 
law. We cannot improve a thing by 
standing off and 'distrusting' it, bat by 
jumping in and converting it If all the 
consecration, is put into the ministry 
and all the brains into the other profes- 
sions, neither the pnlpit nor the world. 
will profit. The sum and substance of 
all of which is that when a young man 
has come out on to the distinct Chris- 
tian ground of putting himself under 
contribution to the pablio weal, the se- 
lection of a career bast- suited to him- 
self and to the needs of humanity is 
simply a matter of studying adaptations, 
and deciding by what art, trade, busi- 
ness or profession he con subserve that 
weal the best."

The first institution of packet service! 


across the two channels and the North 
sea probably dates back to very ancient 
times. In the days when England was 
a province of Prance, and during the 
later period when France was a province 
of England, the need of a channel for 
regular correspondence must have made 
itself irresistibly felt; and even after 
the loss of Calais the long presence of 
English troops and English agents in 
the Low Countries called for almost as 
constant means of communication with 
Holland.

HEAD SEVERED FROM HIS BODY. 


Was Riding on the Track and Fell Across 


the Rail In Trying to Escape 


the Train. Was a Detroit 


Professor. 


Eugene Euvrard, 35, of Detroit, Mich., 


met a horrible death this afternoon on the 
Fitchburg railroad track between Black* 
Inton and Williamstown. 
His head was 


cut off by the 1.24 express train west. 


Mr. Euvrard was in these parts spend, 


ing his vacation, and together with a 
friend, Mr. Giese of Detroit, an artist, vas 
stopping in Blacbinton. 


He had completed » short visit with his 


brother, Augusts Euvrard, a plumber, 
who lives on Furnace street in this city. 
This afternoon he and John Arcker 
started out to ride on their bicycles to 
Williamstown, and a little west of Black- 
Inton took the railroad and rode between 
the tracks. 


They were riding against a strong wind 


and Mr. Archer was ahead. They could 
not hear the train closing up ou them 
because of the wind. 


A colored man walking east on the 


track saw the danger of the riders and 
shouted to them. Mr. Euvrard in dis- 
mounting from his wheel to get out of 
the train's way fell upon the track with 
bis head over the rail. Before he could 
pick himself up the express passed over 
and cut his head entirely off. 


Medical Examiner O. J. Brown of this 


city was called and left to view the body 
a few minute; after the accident hap- 
pened. 


Mr. Euvrard was professor of French in 


the female seminary at Detroit. He was 
a natlue of Deijon, France. The only rel- 
atives he has in these parts is the family 
of his brother Anguste. Mr, Euvrard Was 
unmarried.

J. Milton and Morton M., Oav" 
itt added their names to the roll-call. 
"Milt" Is a veteran horseman ofNorth Ad- 
ams and "Mort" is the genial liveryman, 
M.M. Gavitt of Williamstown. "Mort" was 
very mischievous and full of pranks. It 
was never safe to sit down near him as 
there was sure to be a bent pin to cause 
one to rise up a great deal quicker than 
he sat down. Many a time as I sat on the 
recitation bench in front of him I had my 
long braids of hair almost yanked out by 
the roots, and turned a murderous glance 
over my shoulder at him, only to see him 
studying his lesson with great zeal, with 
his book upside down and his face aa 
sober as a, judge. 


One never-to-be-forgotten noon Henry 


Banders 
came 
running 
into 
the 


school house all out of breath, and 
wanted 
the 
girls to 
come 
right 


down to the bridge and see George Tilt 
"lick blue blazes out of Mort davitt." 
Some of the gir'3 went with Henry to the 
scene of combat. What the cause of the 
tight was I do not know, as "Mort" was 
always good natured, and George wns 
very pleasant and kind. George was a 
good sized boy and "Mort'' was small. 
The boys had removed their roundabouts 
and were just skirmishing, but we did not 
se; "Mort" licked. What we did see was 
"Mort" dancing around the big boy, 
putting in a blow here and there, until 
Henry Landers, carried away by the 
excitement, shouted: "By King, 'Mort' 
is going to lam George," and he did. 
When the battle was ov«r, "Mort" had 
not one scratch, and the other boy's own 
mother would not have recognized her 
offspring in the scratched and bleeding 
boy. 
The boys took to the brook to wash 


up. The teacher came just as the fight 
was over, and he told the two boys he 
would settle with them after school. But 
"Mort" said be did not care to stay and 
be settled with; he was going home, and, 
donning his coat, he left the old red 
school house never to return. And thus 
from Buxton's seat of learning graduated 
"Mort" with the highest fistic honors 
amid the loud acclamation of the school. 
What became of the Tift boy I do not 
know, as I never remember seeing him 
again. That was the first and last fight I 
ever witnessed in peaceful Buxton. 


In those days a teacher was expected to 


keep school six hours per day, with a 
half holiday every Saturday, or a whole 
holiday every other Saturday. Christmas 
and New Years school kept just the same 
as any day. Mr. Bates used to have even"' 
ing spelling schools, and the room would 
be lighted by tallow candles 1% japan or 
brightly scoured brass 
condlesticks. 


Everybody brought a ligl', matches were 
in great demand, as the candles had to be 
sniffed very often, as.* it took an adept to 
snuff one and not p'at it out. The scratch- 
ing of matches and the smell of sulpuur 
were adjuncts to all festive occasions In 
those times. We used to choose sides and 
spell down. The teacher would choose a 
boy and girl (usually the two beat spellers1 
and they would take their places each 
side the schoolroom. 
The girl had first 


choice and the boy next, unti! all ins 
available spellers were chosen. .The 
teacber would put out the words. Each 
child was allowed two trials on each word 
anil If he could not spell it the next one 
tried it, and so on down the line. Those 
missing the word sat down. Once "Med- 
iterranean" made great havoc, in the 
ranks. 
It was the downfall of some of 


our best spellers until it came to "Lute" 
Sampson, who spelled It at the first trial 
and won the spelling match. 


Buxton had some fine spellers. 
When 


school was over we would troop out shout- 
ing for the winning side. Tyler Danforth 
was one of the big boys that winter, and 
Hattie Smith, a plump, rosy-cheeked girl, 
was another "big so holar," as we used to 
call the larger children. Hattie is now 
Mrs. Tyler Danfortb. Mr. and Mrs. Dan- 
forth live in Braytonville. Willard Sher- 
man sent two more children, Louise and 
Edward. 
"Weed" a* we used to call 


Louisa, IB still living, and Ed. is some- 
where In New York state.

company, for another example, is held in 
such general distribution that the average 
holdings are but ninety shares. 


'•When you attack capital and rights 


of ownership, therefore, you are attack* 
ing all industrious, money-saving men. 
As your policies have become couspic 
uous, you have destroyed values owned 
by such men in cruel'manner. 
If nat- 


ional calamity should place this country 
in the hands of yourself and your associ- 
ates, even these shrunken values would 
be in large measure torn from the hands 
of those who have earned them, to be 
distributed among your followers, who 
have

decline in values has been "manipulated 
by broken." Let us better Inform, jou. 
Your crusades against courts, the rights 
of property and honest money standard 
have alarmed all men who have saved 
something, and have increased the risks 
of purchase so that values are made vul- 
nerable. The suffering has fallen upon 
humble, Innocent men scattered over the 
whole United States. But the money has 
been made by certain professional man- 
ipulators, who trade upon your candi- 
dacy. They are the brigands of Wall 
street, and are your only followers in 
that locality. As it is BOW in Wall street, 
so it will be the whole country over, in 
the event of your election.

The fact is, fie« .-.Iver com- 
ii£r wouid not advance the price of wheat, 
it would simply reduce the relative value 
of legal money; it would take wore of 
your adulterated money to buy things, 
and that adulterate-! money would ba 
harder to earn.

fices to secure funds for the development 
of some enterpr.se located in the South or 
West.

SOME PLAIN ANSWERS TO IMPORTANT 


QUESTIONS CONCERNING MONEY. 


Why Gold It Preferable to Silver— Leu 


Bulky, and Badness ol Civilised World Ii 
Adjusted to It— Laws Cannot Make It 
Lea. Acceptable Money—Senator Stewart 
and Sliver State. Prefer Cold. 


Question. What is money? Answer. 


Any common medium of exchange which 
is accepted as payment in itself. 


Q. What is representative money? A. 


Any common medium of exchange 
which promises to pay money. 


Q. What is meant by primary money? 


A. This is a new phrase introduced to 
confuse people by suggesting that there 
is also secondary money. 


Q. Wliat is money of final redemp- 


tion? A. This is another late addition 
to the American language implying that 
there are several different kinds of 
money. There is only one kind of money 
in this country. There are several dif- 
ferent kinds of representative money. 


Q. Give examples of each. A. Gold 


coin it mosey. Everything else that 
circulates, whether of metal or of paper, 
is representative money. 


Q. Is silver coin 
representative 


money. A. It is. 


Q. In what way does the government 


promise to redeem its silver coins? A. 
By the act of congress of Jane 9, 1879, 
it promises to redeem all coins smaller 
than $1 when presented in sums 
not less than 930. By the act of Feb. 
S3, 1878, the government promises to 
receive silver dollars at par in all pay- 
ments to itself. By the act of July 19, 
1890, it declares it to be the policy of 
the government to keep the two metals 
at a parity with each other. By two 
different acts the secretary of the treas- 
ury is authorized to purchase coin and 
to issue the obligations of the CTnited 
States therefor. 


Q. What is the indispensable quality 


and first requisite of money? A. That 
it should be universally acceptable. 


Q. Is there any kind of money uni- 


versally acceptable but gold? A. There 
is iiot. 


Q. Would not silver be equally ac- 


ceptable if it were equally legal tender? 
A. Silver dollars are legal tender. Qive 
any man the option of taking 100 of 
these pieces or 10 goldpieces of (10 
each and ho will choose the latter. 
Therefore they are not equally accepta- 
ble. 


Q. Is the difference in weight the 


only reason why gbld is more acceptable 
than silver? A. That is not the only 
reason now, but it was the main if not 
the only reason when civilized nations 
made their choice between the two. 


Q. What reasons eiist.now that did 


not exist then? A. A variation of 50 
per cent has taken place in the value of 
the two metals. In addition to being 16 
times as heavy, silver has lost one-half 
of ite value during the interval. 


Q. Are there any other reasons why 


silver is not equally acceptable with 
gold? A. Yes; although a 
limited 


amount of silver (and also of nickel and 
copper) is used as a medium of ex- 
change, it is now a commodity in the 
markets of the world subject to the same 
fluctuations as other commodities. Peo- 
ple do not like to use a fluctuating com- 
modity an money, and will not if they 
can get anything better. 


Q. Have yon mentioned all the rea- 


sons why gold Is acceptable as money 
and silver is not? A. The most decisive 
reason ii that the civilized world has 
adjusted itself to the gold standard dur- 
ing a long period of time. All business 
is bottomed ou it. It is an accomplished 
fact coextensive with the commercial 
world. To change to another standard 
would be literally turning the commer- 
cial world upside down. 


Q. Oan such a change be produced? 


A. Absolutely impossible. In a conceiv- 
able case one country may turn itself 
upside down, but that feat would not 
make gold less acceptable or silver more 
so, even in that country. Acoeptableneea 
is a state of the human mind which 
laws saunot change. 


Q. Is the preference for gold uni- 


versal? A. It is universal among civi- 
lized men. Kven the silver advocates in 
the United .States prefer gold ia their 
business affairs, that is everywhere ex- 
cept on the stump. Senator Stewart of 
Nevada makes his mortgages payable in 
arold. When he wan reproved for this 
bad example, he said that he merely 
followed the universal custom on the 
Pacific coast, where he lives. So we 
have his authority for the statement 
that in the section of the Union where 
the demand for silver is most vociferous 
everybody prefers gold in his private 
business. 


Q. Can you give any other examples! 


A. The territory of Arizona brought a 
bill before congress two or three years 
ago, 
asking authority to issue bonds 


payable specifically in gold, on the 
ground that the money would ba bor- 
rowejl at a considerable lower rate of 
interest than if they were payable in 
dollars without specifying the kind of 
dollars. The state of Utah is negotiating 
a specific gold loan now for the same 
reason. Yet both Arizona and Utah are 
politically for silver. 


Q. What do these acts signify? A. 


Two things: First, that gold is prefer- 
able to silver in the general estimation 
of mankind; second, that payment in 
gold is an advantage to borrowers.— 
New York Evening Post.

You are asked to 
do ao on the ground that free silver will 
make you more prosperous. You know 
that you would like to get higher wages, 
have a better house to live in, wear bet- 
ter clothes and be able to provide more 
comforts andlcxniresfor your wife and 
children, and, being a hardworking 
man who has not had muoh time to 
study financial questions, perhaps you 
are inclined to believe that there's some- 
thing in this talk of cheap money for 
the workers.

This free silver agitation did not start 


with you, John Smith. It began with 
the owners of the silver mines, who 
wanted to get a higher price for their 
product Thej" were cunning enough to 
see tnat the people would not listen to 
a barefaced schema of special favors to 
one small class, so they want to work 
to convince the farmers that prices of 
farm products are too low. To them 
they said, "If prices were measured, in 
cheap silver dollars, you v/oald get twice 
as much money for what yon sell." 
They did not tell the -whole truth, that 
the farmer would also pay twice as 
much for everything he buys, and so 
they soon found themsleves with a con- 
siderable number of followers. Then 
they tried the workers. To them they 
said: "Froe silver will give the country 
more money. More money will give the 


I •workingmcn better wages. If you want 


more wages, vote for free silver." 


In the first place, John Smith, yon 


will notice that when the silver mine 
owners and their agents are talking to 
the farmers they don't say anything 
about increasing wages. This is because 
the farmer wants to get his labor as 
cheaply as possible. Then, when they 
talk to you, they keep mighty quiet about 
raising prices. 
This is because they 


know yon don't want to pay high price* 
for what you boy. Yet it is as certain 
as that two and two make four that if 
goods are measured in BO cent silver 
dollars your bread, meat, fish, vegetable* 
and everything yon eat, your clothes, 
your furniture and everything for which 
yon spend your wages, will be just twice 
as dear as they are now. This is not gold- 
bug lies. It is what the iilverites say 
when they are talking cheap money to 
the farmers. 


Now. John Smith, do you Me what 


free silver means? And dp you want a 
system under which the price of every- 
thing you buy will be at once doubled? 
Are you willing to vote for a certainty 
of being paid in cheap dollars which 
have only half of the purchasing power 
of those you now get? the 16 to 1 
shonters will tell you that your wage* 
will be doubled and that if your em- 
ployer does not at once flT* yon twin 
as many dollars per month er week you 
will simply have to ask for more pay. 
Do you think you will get it, John 
Smith? You know how hard it is _for 
the workers to get even a slight advance 
in wages. You know that there are 
many idle men who would be glad to 
take your place if/ you went on strike. 
Can yon afford to take ohanoes with a 
scheme which is certain to.double your 
living expenses for the sake of the bare 
possibility of higher wages? Think it 
over, John Smith, between now and 
November. Talk it over with your fel- 
low workmen and vota according to 
your own best interests. 


Laok of Confidence In the Way, 


The one thing that stands in the way 


of a revival of business of every kind is 
lack of confidence. This lack of confi- 
dence proceeds from the protracted agi- 
tation and consequent uncertainty con- 
cerning the maintenance of the existing 
gold standard and the possible substi- 
tution therefor of the single standard of 
silver.—Shipping and Commercial List.

Ineritable Coaaequcaees, 


The experiences 'of. all lands and of 


all ages utterly exclude the possibility 
that any one should profit by a depreci- 
ated currency except an exceedingly 
small minority of money dealers and 
sucresafnl speculators in public dis- 
tress. In the spirit of gambling that ig 
thus eiigenderpd in an epoch of depreci- 
ated currency very few of these persona 
are permitted to enjoy their innings in 
the long run. When the prices of prod- 
ucts nominally rise, the balance is re- 
dressed by a rise also.in the cost of pro- 
duction and in the wants of the .pro- 
ducers. Every rise in prices under an 
inflated currency, as well as under a 
eouud system of money, is followed by 
increased production;and by a depression 
of prices through increased competi- 
tion. But a violent disturbance pf .busi- 
ness through a sudden change of the 
monetary standard to a' sliver dollar 
containing only 58 cents <f£ bullion 
could not be made without causing 
widespread distress. The only adequate 
explanation of the course of the advo- 
cates of free silver coinage IB that they 
are bnt dimly copacions of the conse- 
quences that would follow the adoption 
of their policy.—Philadelphia Beoord.

Letter from Joy Bishop. 


Joy Bishop writes us from Delphos, 


Kansas, giving a report of the crops in the 
Solomon valley as follows: 


"The crop of wheat and oats is about 


half the usual amount, from ten to|thirty 
bushels to the acre. Corn promises the 
largest crop we ever had. I walked out 
into the field the other day and I oould not 
reach the top of some of the stalks with 
my cane (which ii three feet long) by a 
foot or more. There are from one to five 
ears on a stock and I could not reach the 
highest ears. The ears are very large and 
from ten to fifteen inches long. 


"Clarence Ballon has 130 acles of this 


kind of corn. (Mr. Ballon Is a grandson- 
in-law of mine and grandson of Darius 
Ballou, who once lived In Readsboro) and 
some of it measures fourteen feet high 
and will yield from fifty to ninety, bush- 
to the acre. 


"Wheat Is selling at from twenty-five to 


thirty-five cents; oornwlll be from eight 
to ten cents at the elevator. Clarence 
has stock which will eat all his corn 
while we are compelled to give three or 
four bushels of wheat and eight or ten 
bnshelrofoorn to get a dollar to pay 
taxes, hired help and debts under the 
gold standard. And though our farmer's 
get but little money to make improve- 
ments and pay debts with yet they have 
no fear of starving. 
And the people in 


east who have the money can get their 
supply with, little money. 
I know it 


seems like a largo story to those living on 
the mountains to tell of corn fourteen 
feet high, yet there are thousands of acres 
of it in the Solomon valley.

refrigerators, tut where a few pounds 
more or less do not count, this is of 
email consequence. A well made dry 
goods box can -be made to serve as the 
closet, to •which is fitted a door, divided 
as shown. The front edges of the closet 
are covered with listing, to make all i 
tight When the doors are closed. The | 
shelves have openings at the ends for 
the cold air to pass through in its down- 
ward course and for the warmer air to 
pass np through. On the top shelf is 
placed a big pan with ice in it, held np 
from the bottom of the pan by two bits 
of'wood, that the ice may not stand in 
the water ftom its melting. 
1 As the 'air in the top of the closet is 
cooled by contact -with the ice, it falls 
to the bottea, because made heavier by 
cooling, and so forces up into contact 
with the ice the warmer air below, 
which in torn is cooled and the process 
repeated, thus keeping a constant circu- 
lation of cool air throngh the closet. 


By covering the ice in the pan with 


an old woolen blanket, or, that lacking, 
with newspapers, the melting ot the ice 
will be greatly retarded. 


Making Cnrrant Jelly. 


In making currant jelly care mnst be 


taken not'to have the fruit too ripe, or 
it will not form jelly readily. Free the 
currants from leaves and stems. Put 
them in a porcelain lined kettle and 
mash'part of the fruit, so that they will 
quickly form a juice and not burn HO 
readily. Cover and heat slowly. When 
th'e frnit becomes soft, pour the hot cm-- 
rants ' in a colander or coarse sieve and 
pour out sft much of the juice as possi- 
ble. Turn the juice into a jelly bag and 
strain. Measure, and return to tho pre- 
serving kettle. Fnt over the fire again, 
and when it begins to boll skim it care- 
fully,and let it boil 80 minutes. 


Meanwhile place, in pans as many 


pounds of granulated sugar as there ore 
pints of juice. .Place the pans in the 
oven and allow-the sugar to become 
heated. Stir it frequently, taking care 
that it does not brown. When the jnioe 
has boiled HO minutes add the hot sugar, 
which will make a hissing sound as it 
goes in. Stir until the sugar is dissolved 
and the juice is again esear. Have jelly 
glasses standing in a large dripping pan 
containing about an inch of hot water. 
Fill the' glasses with the liquid jelly 
and set away until it becomes formed 
and perfectly cold before covering.

place of tho long one. A hole is bored 
in the end of this and a goose neck 
pinned to it. Through this iron a o/oss- 
piece is fitted, as shown in cut. 


For the platform two round holes 


(scantling will answer) about 15 feet 
long ara used. At two feet from the up- 
per end holes are bored, and they are 
pinned to the orosspiece mentioned 
above, the ends resting on the bolster 
about two inches from the standards. 
The rear wheels are 15 inches in diam- 
eter put on an iron axle, the whole taken 
from old farm machinery. 


Being so near the ground, it is best to 


board np the lower end of the poles for 
five or six feet. In the absence of small 
wheels the rear end of poles may be left 
to drag on the ground, says The Farm 
Journal, which originally called atten- 
tion to this wagon by an illustrated de- 
scription. 


Beekeeping For Farmer*. 


The following is from the pen of a 


writer in The Orange Judd Farmer' 


My observation and experience teach 


me that one never succeeds with any 
thing he does not like; consequently a 
man or woman who dislikes to handle 
bees had better let them alone. How- 
ever, it seems to me it might pay tho 
farmer who has a lot of fruit to keep a 
few stands of bees, even though he bad 
to buy new stock every spring and did 
not get any honey. The benefit derived 
from the be»s fertilizing fruit blossojus 
would pay for the trouble. In this case 
box hives would be better than auy 
others, as bees undoubtedly winter bet- 
ter ip them, and honey is a secondary 
consideration. 


In any event get a good stock of in- 


dustrious bees It is becoming pretty 
generally accepted that beekeeping will 
not do to rely on as a money making oc- 
cupation unless practiced in connection 
with some other business. The farmer 
who likes to handle bees will have an 
excellent side issue, which, if carefully 
managed, will be a satisfaction as well 
as a profit. To such a farmer I say get 
two colonies of Italian bees from some 
reliable breeder, put them in an eight 
or ten frame dovetailed hive, get a 
smoker, bee veil, a book on apiculture, 
and begin. In one respect experienced 
apiarists are quite as negligent as begin- 
ners—that is in furnishing shade for the 
hives. It has been conclusively shown 
that colonies in shade during hot weath- 
er make the most honey. 


Grain Cheaper Than Hay. 


"Farmers do not feel so much disheart- 


ened as they used to bo over the partial 
failure of their hay crop," says Amen 
can Cultivator, authority for the fol- 
lowing: 


It U being recognized more clearly 


that hay is not so cheap a food asit used 
to be thought in the days when it was 
reckoned that what the farm produced 
without other labor than harvesting was 
so much clear gain. Farmers are find- 
ing ont that grain is often cheaper nu- 
trition than is hay and that in seasons 
when tha bay crop fails corn fodder or 
millet can be profitably grown, to take 
its place. It is possible also where grain 
is largely grown fo make gram straw a 
part of the feed for all kinds of stock 
excepting milk cows. 


We have fed straw to cows, and, if 


grain enough went with it, they would 
fatten; but, however much grain we 
gave, it always resulted in a falling oft 
of the milk yield. There is likely to be 
a light hay crop the coming season, for, 
on account of the dry weather last year, 
the grass and clover seeding was large- 
ly a failure. It therefore behooves farm- 
ers to prepare to grow some substitute 
crop. Of these, fodder corn or corn for 
grain is much the best, buf it may be 
supplemented with Hungarian grass or 
millet, both of which make excellent 
hay for winter use. 


Onus Vor Lowland*. 


Sow the grasses on the rye and cover 


them with the harrow. Do this as soon 
as possible after the ground is dry in 
the spring. Sow timothy, red top and 
alsike clover. Use four pounds of timo- 
thy, three pounds of red top and three 
pounds alsike clover per acre. These 
three varieties go nicely together.' They 
all flourish best on Jew land. The over- 
flow should help rather than harm 
them, and they mature about the same 
time. It is Boeaewhat surprising that 
alsike olover is not nope grown when 
we oaU to miad its a%>yyf6* such sit- 
uations and theexoelleace ot the bay 
which it produces-T-Praiiie-Farmer.

It consists of digging a hold 
en or e?gbt IVet square and as many 
deep or below the hardpan, or ' 'tena- 
cious subsoil," as it is politely called 
there. The hole is then filled with sur- 
face soil. Trees are planted upon the spot 
and are said to do better than if planted 
on ordinary plowed ground without 
other preparation. The Iowa Homestead 
in this connection remarks: "TheLeon- 
ard system would be good anywhere, 
but why not use dynamite to make the 
holes? Dead carcasses dropped into the 
hole would also help the future of the 
tree.

called to order. The crowd was al- 
most if not fully as large as was pres- 
ent last Wednesday night when Wra. 
J. Bryan was formally notified of his 
nomination by the Chicago convention. 
The principal attraction of the evening 
was the speech of W. Beurke Cookran. 
as it was understood his remarks wera 
to be a direct reply to the speech of 
Mr. Bryan. The arrangements for the 
meeting were on a most elaborate and 
almost perfect scale and the tronbla 
and tumult outside the garden which 
marked the demonstration last week 
were entirely lacking. Tha sixty-ninth 
regiment band rendered a series af na- 
tional airs while the audiemce filed m. 
Every man, women and child who en- 
tered was given a small American flag 
and a leaflet containing tfae words of 
the 
"Star Spangled Banner" and 


"America." These songs were rendered 
by a double quartette in which the vast 
assemblage assisted, the small Ameri- 
can flags played a premaent part later 
in the evening, when they were waped 
vigorously by the vast audienoe whan 
it gave vent to its enthusiasm at some 
of thn points made by Mr. Cackran in 
the course of his speech. The decora- 
tions in the great hall weio vesy pro- 
fuse. 
Flags, shields and streamers 


were hung in every available place 
and the garden presented a meet beau- 
tiful picture. 


Forty Mates Bepreseated. 


On the platform besides Maj. John 


Byrne, president of the democratic 
honest money league, who oalled the 
meeting to order, Bon. Perry Betmoat, 
the permanent chairman of the meet- 
ing, and the Hon. Bonrke Cookran, 
the speaker of tha evening, were a 
host of democrats of national and lo- 
cal renown, and a large number of 
vice-presidents of the meeting, in- 
cluding democrats from forty different 
states. Eighty-three hundred chairs j 
had been placed in the arena in the j 
great auditorium. This arrangement 
swelled the seating capacity of the 
building to abont 18,000. 


Perry Belnumt Presided. 


At 8:26, when Mr. Cockran oame in, 


every seat was ecoupied. Mr. Caokran 
was received with cheers. 
Majcr 


Byrne immediately advanced to the 
front of the platform and when, at 
8.30, crdar wa* restored, ha called tha 
meeting to order in a brief speech, and 
named Perry Belmont as chairman. 
When the applanse which greeted Mr. 
Belmont creased ha began his speech. 
Ha was in good voice and his every word 
was audible in all parts of the house. 
At one point in his speech, where he 
was particularly severe en populists 
and populism, in which category ha 
included Mr. Bryan, a number of 
hisses were heard, but these were 
quickly drowned out by the cemnter 
cheers. Mr. Cockran was then intro- 
duced amid cheering. He speke in 
part as fallows: 


Mr. Ceeknw's Speech. 


Mr. Chairman, ladies and gentle- 


men, 
fellow democrats all. 
With 


the inspiring strains of the national 
air still ringing in our ears, who can 
doubt tbe issue of this campaign, j 
Stripped of all verbal disguise it is an 
Issue of common honesty, an issue be- 
tween the honest discharge and the 
dishonest repudiation of public and pri- 
vate obligations. It is a question as 
te whether the powers ef this govern- 
ment shall be used to protect honest 
industry or tempt the citizen to dis- 
honesty. On this question honest men 
cannot differ. It is one of morals and 
of justice. It involves the existence 
of social order. It is the contest for 
civilisation itself. A democratic con- 
vention may renounce tha democratic 
faith, but the 
democracy remains 


faithful 
t« 
democratic principles. 


Democratic leaders may betray a con- 
vention to the populists, but they can- 
not seduce the footsteps of democratic 
voters from the pathway of honor and 
ef justice. 
A candidate bearing the 


mandate of a democratic convention 
may in this hall open a canvass lev- 
elled against the foundations of social 
order and he beholds tbe democratic 
•asses confronting him organized for 
defense. Fellow democrats, let us not 
disguise from ourselves tbe fact that 
we bear in this contest a serious and 
grave and solemn burden of duty. We 
must raise our hands against the nomi- 
nee of our party, and we must do it 
to preserve the future of that party it- 
self. We must oppose the nominee of the 
Chicago convention, and we know full 
well that the success ef our opposition 
will mean our own exclusion from 
publio life, but wa will be consoled 
and gratified by the reflection that it 
•rill prove that tha American people 
cannot be divided into parties an a 
question af simple morals or of com- 
mon honAty. Wa look in vain through 
the speech delivered hare one week ago 
to find a true statement of the issue 
Involved in this canvass.
